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Man charged with shooting officers at Ferguson protest

CLAYTON. Missouri (AP) 

■— A 20-year-old man 
charged Sunday with 
shooting two police offi¬ 
cers watching over a dem¬ 
onstration outside the Fer¬ 
guson Police Department 
to d investigators he wasn’t 
targeting the officers, offi¬ 
cials said. 

St. Louis County Prosecutor 
Robert McCulloch said Jef¬ 
frey Williams told authori¬ 
ties he was firing at some¬ 
one with whom he was in 
a dispute. 

“We’re not sure we com¬ 
pletely buy that part of 
it," McCulloch said, add¬ 
ing that there might have 
been other people in the 
vehicle with Williams, 
Wiliams is charged with 
Iwo counts of first-degree 
assault, one count of firing 
a weapon fro mi a vehicle 
and three counts of armed 
criminal action. McCulloch 
said the investigation is on¬ 
going. 

Tensions between police 
and the black community 
have been high in Fergu¬ 
son since the fatal Aug. 
9 shooting of 18-year-old 
Michael Brown, who was 
black and unarmed, by 
now-former police offi¬ 
cer Darren Wilson, who is 
white, Wilson was cleared 
by a Justice Department 
report, and a grand jury 
declined to indict Wilson in 
November. 

The incident sparked a na¬ 
tron wide discussion about 
police relations with minor¬ 
ity communities. 

The two officers were shot 
early Thursday as a crowd 
began to break up after a 
late-night demonstration 
that unfolded after Fergu¬ 
son Police Ch-ef Tom Jack- 
son resigned in the wake 
of the scathing Justice De¬ 
partment reporl.

The federal report found 
widespread racial bias in 
the city’s policing and in 
a municipal court system 
driven by profit extracted 
from mostly black and low- 
income residents. Six Fer¬ 
guson officials, including 
Jackson, have resigned or 
been fired since the report 
was released March 4, 

On Thursday, a 41-year-old 
St. Louis County officer was 
shot in the right shoulder, 
the bullet exiting through 
his back. A 32-year-old of¬ 
ficer from Webster Groves 
was wearing a riot helmet 
with the face shield up. He 
was shot in 'he right cheek, 
just below the eye, and 
the bullet lodged behind 
his ear. The officers were 
released from the hospi¬ 
tal later Thursday. St. Louis 
County Folice Chief Jon 
BeSmar said Sunday that 
“officers were getting bet¬ 
ter, not getting worse," 
McCulloch said Williams 
used a handgun that 
matches the shell castngs 
found at the scene. 
Williams, who Be.mar said 
ns black, is being held on 
$300,000 bond. County 


police spokesman Brian 
Schellman said he didn’t 
know whether Wiliams had 
an attorney or when he’d 
appear in court, A mes¬ 
sage left at the St. Louis 
County justice Center was 
not immediately returned, 
Attorney General Eric Hold¬ 
er said sn a statement Sun¬ 


day that Ihe arrest L 'sends 
a clear message that acts 
of violence against our law 
enforcement personnel wi I 
never be tolerated."

*1 like a little scare in my 
ife,” she explained at a 
Cleveland Main Library 
public discussion on Sat¬ 
urday. She also said she 
plans to go skydiving to 
overcome a fear of heights 
and because “I’m adven¬ 
turous." 


The Plain Dealer of Cleve¬ 
land newspaper reported, 
though, that she hasn’t de¬ 
cided whether to watch an 
upcoming TV movie about 
the ordeal she, Amanda 
Berry and Gina DeJesus 
survived.

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U.S. Reform Jewish rabbis 
install first openly lesbian leader

NEW YORK (AP) — As a rab¬ 
bi nic student sn 1900s New 
York, Denise Eger lived 
away from other seminar¬ 
ians. She quietly started a 
group for fellow gay and 
lesbian students, but held 
the meetings in another 
borough. By the time of her 
ordination, she wasn’t for¬ 
mally out. bul her sexuality 
was known, and no one 
would hire her. Later, she 
took the only job offered, 
with a synagogue formed 
expressly as a religious ref¬ 
uge for gays, 

Ssnce then, the Reform 
Jewish movement — Eger’s 
sprrstual home since child¬ 
hood — has. traveled a Song 
road toward recognizing 
and embracing same-sex 
relationships. That journey 
has led this week to Phila¬ 
delphia, where Eger wii be 
installed Monday as the 


first openly gay president 
of Ihe Central Conference 
of American Rabbis, the 
rabbinical arm of Reform 
Judaism. “It really shows 
an arc of LGBT civil rights," 
Eger said in a phone inter¬ 
view ahead of the conven¬ 
tion where she will take of¬ 
fice. “I smile a lot — with a 
smile of incredulousness," 
Eger, founding rabbi of 
Congregation Kol Ami in 
Los Angeles, isn’t the first 
openly gay or lesbian cler- 
gyperson to lead an Ameri¬ 
can rabbinic group. In 
2007, the Re construction¬ 
ist Rabbinical Association 
chose Rabbi Toba Spitzer, a 
lesbian, as its national presi¬ 
dent. But Reform Jews, with 
2,000 rabbs and 062 Ameri¬ 
can congregations, com¬ 
prise Ihe largest movement 
in American Judaism and 
have a broader role in the 
Jewish world. Reform Juda¬ 
ism was the earliest of the 


major Jewish movements 
to take formal steps to¬ 
ward recognizing same-sex 
relationships. In 1977, the 
Reform movement called 
for csvil rights protections 
for gays. By 1996, Reform 
rabbis backed same-sex 
civil marriage. But as these 
positions developed, gays 
and lesbians had to grap¬ 
ple with the uncertainties 
of pursuing ordination at a 
time when they could easily 
be kicked out of a seminary 
over thesr sexuality, or grad¬ 
uate without a congrega¬ 
tion willing to hire them. 
Eger, 55. began working in 
synagogues at age 12, in 
the mailroom of the Mem¬ 
phis, Tennessee, congrega¬ 
tion her family attended. 
Around the same time, she 
realized she was a lesbian. 
By college. Eger knew she 
wanted to become a rabbi 
or cantor, even though she 
be ieved al the time that it 


meant she would have to 
sacrifice her hopes of hav¬ 
ing a spouse and children. 
“It was impossible to recorv 
cile being a rabbi and be¬ 
ing a gay person or a les¬ 
bian person,”she said. 
During seminary, she had 
a girlfriend, and sa*d some 
people treated- them as 
a couple. Some Reform 
synagogues had starred 
outreach programs lo gays 
and lesbians and one con¬ 


gregation, inSan Francisco, 
had an openly gay rabbi. 
Still, around that time, Min¬ 
nesota Rabbi Stacy Offner 
announced she was a les¬ 
bian, and was forced out 
of leadership at her Reform 
congregation. After Eger 
was ordained in 190B. she 
had only the one job offer. 
She started the position with 
Beth Chayim Chadashim in 
Los Angeles am.d the AIDS 
crisis. Q

McConnell says attorney general nomination could be delayed

WASHINGTON (AP) — Ma¬ 


jority Leader Mitch McCo¬ 
nnell warned Sunday that 
he won’t hold a confirma¬ 


tion vote for North Carolina 
native Loretta Lynch as at¬ 
torney general before the 


Senate completes work on 
a bill designed to curb hu¬ 
man trafficking. 

The Kentucky Republican’s 
comments prompted im¬ 
mediate protests from 
Democratic lawmakers 
who view her confirmation 
as a top priority. McConnell 
had said he would be mov¬ 
ing to the Lynch nomina¬ 
tion this coming week. But 
then last week’s debate 
on a human trafficking bill 
broke down over a dispute 
about a provision regard¬ 
ing funding for abortions. 
Democrats made a late 
objection to a provision 
that prohibits money dedi¬ 
cated to a fund for victims 
from being used to pay for 
abortions excepl in cases 
of rape, incest or if Ihe ife of 
the woman were in jeopar¬ 
dy. Similar restrictions on the 
use of federal funds have 
been in place for three de¬ 
cades. But abortion-rights 
supporters said the legisla¬ 
tion takes Ihe reslrrclions 
a step further by applying 
them to the personal mon¬ 
ey convicted sex traffick¬ 
ers pay into a government 


fund. McConnell said Sun¬ 
day during an interview on 
CNN thal Democrats had 
voted for the very same 
language three months 
ago. He said Ihe Senate is 
soon scheduled to turn to 
the budge! and then lo be 
on recess for two weeks, so 
there is only a limited win¬ 
dow of time for the Lynch 
vote, “If they want to have 
time to turn to the attorney 
general bill next week, we 
need to finish up this hu¬ 
man trafficking bifl r "McCo¬ 
nnell said. Democratic Sen. 
Chuck Schume? of New 
York said Republicans are 
using any excuse they can 
to stall the nomination. At a 
time when terrorist groups 
are threatening the U.S., 
the nominee deserves a 
vote, he said. 

“It’s time for Republicans to 
stop dragging their feet on 
Loretta Lynch,.” Schumer 
said. Lynch would be the 
first black woman to serve 
as the nation’s top law 
enforcement officer. She 
wou d succeed Eric Holder, 
who is staying on until a re¬ 
placement is confirmed.Q

BOSTON [AP) — Boston’s 
St. Patrick’s Day parade 
made hsstory Sunday as 
two gayand lesbian groups 
marched after decades of 
opposition and a case that 
went all the way to the U.S, 
Supreme Court. 

The gay military veterans 
service group OutVets and 
gay rights group Boston 
Pride joined the annual 
celebration of military vet¬ 
erans and Irish heritage at 
the invitation of the spon¬ 
soring South Boston Allied 
War Veterans Council. 

14 We march today for the 
memories of those thou¬ 
sands and thousands of 
people who went before 
us, some who went to their 
graves in the closet," Out- 
Vets founder and leader 
and Air Force veteran Bry¬ 
an Bishop told his group be¬ 
fore the parade, He called 
it “the beginning of the mis¬ 
sion of this organization to 
honor the service and sac¬ 
rifice of every single LGBT 
veteran, their Family, their 
allies and every veteran 
tn this country who fought 
so se flessly to defend the 
rights that we hold dear." 
Sarah Jo Gomez-Lorraine, 
a Navy officer and OutVets 
member taking part in the 
march, said it T s an honor 
to represent gay veterans 
who never gol the oppor¬ 
tunity to come out. 

*1 feel today lhat I stand 
on the shoulders of giants 


who’ve gone before me 
and never got to see this 
in their lives,”she said. ‘It's 
very humbling to be able 
to stand in places that oth¬ 
ers never got So,” 

Boston Pride member Fred¬ 
dy Murphy said the open 
inclusion of gay groups was 
a long time coming, 

“J just remember watch¬ 
ing the parade and kind 
of thinking it was hopeless, 
that my entire wo rid was 
against me,”sa*d Murphy, 
a Dorchester neighbor¬ 
hood native whose father 
was a Boston firefighter. 
‘This is why I’m matching 
today.” 

The A lied War Council’s 
current leaders voted 5-4 
in December to welcome 
OutVets as one of about 
100 groups in this year’s 
parade. Boston Pride said 
it also received an accep¬ 
tance etter this week. 

“We honor immigrants and 
veterans, and theyserved,” 
council leader Brian Ma- 
honeysaid thus week. 
Boston’s mayors had boy¬ 
cotted ihe event since 
1995, when the council 
to ok its fight to exclude gay 
groups to the U.S. Supreme 
Court and won on constitu¬ 
tional grounds, 

This year Mayor Marty 
Walsh, Gov. Charlie Baker 
and other Massachusetts 
political eaders took part. 
First-term U.S. Rep. Seth 
Moulton, who served four 
tours tn Iraq as a Marine, 
marched with OutVets. “I 


believe gay rights is the 
civil rights fight of our gen¬ 
eration; and this ss a small, 
but important, step in Ihe 
steady march toward free¬ 
dom and justice,” he said. 


Some Roman Catholic 
groups declined to march, 
including the state Knights 
of Columbus, saying they 
felt this year’s parade had 
been politicized.Q 
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Millionaire arrested hours before finale of film on murders

NEW ORLEANS (AP) — Rob¬ 
ert Durst, an eccentric mil¬ 
lionaire from one of Amer¬ 
ica’s wealthiest families, 
was arrested on a murder 
warrant just before Sun¬ 
day’s finale of a serial doc¬ 
umentary about his links to 
three sensational killings, 

FB agents arrested Durst at 
a New Orleans hote Satur¬ 
day on a warrant from Los 
Angeles for the murder of 
a mobster’s daughter 15 
years ago. authorities said. 
Durst was ordered held 
without bond pending an¬ 
other hearing Monday. His 
lawyer. Chip Lewis, said 
Durst wil! agree to be taken 
to Los Angeles to face the 
first-degree murder charge. 
Durst participated in the 
documentary, giving an 
extensive interview to film- 
rn ake r A nd re w Jar e a ki 
for "The Jinx: The Life and 
Deaths of Robert D urs t.” But 
Lewis said nothing hss client 
revealed changes his inno¬ 
cence. 

Durst’s estranged and fear¬ 
ful relatives thanked au- 
thorities for tracking him 
down, 

“We are relieved and also 
grateful lo everyone who 
assisted in the arrest of Rob¬ 
ert Durst. We hope he will fi¬ 
nally be held accountable 
for all he has done ."said hss 
brother, Douglas Durst, in a 
statement. 

Durst, 71, has always main¬ 
tained his innocence in 
the 2000 murder of Susan 


Berman, whose father was 
an associate of Las Vegas 
mobsters Bugsy Siegel and 
Meyer Lansky. 

Berman, a writer who be¬ 
come Durst's spokeswom¬ 
an. was killed at her home 
with a bullet to the back 
of her head as New York 
investigators prepared to 
question her inthe unsolved 
1RB2 disappearance of 
Durst’s wife, Kathleen. 

The climax of last week’s 
episode revealed a hand¬ 
written address on a let¬ 
ter, recovered by the slam 
woman’s relative, that 
Durst had sent to Berman. 
The handwriting seems 
virtually identical to an 
anonymous letter alerting 
Beverly Hills police to a “ca¬ 
daver" >n Berman’s home. 
Even the word “Beverly” is 
misspelled as “Beverley” on 
both documents. 

Durst observes in the docu- 
mentarythar only Berman’s 
killer could have sent the 
letter lo police. 

The Los Angeles Police said 
the arrest resulted from “in¬ 
vestigative leads and ad¬ 
ditional evidence that has 
come to light in the last 
year," 

Lewis said he has no doubt 
the arrest was orchestrated 
in coordination with HBQ’s 
broadcast of the final epi¬ 
sode. 

After Berman’s death. Durst 
moved to Texas, where he 
lived as a mute woman in 
a boarding house untit his 
arrest in2001 after dismem¬ 
bered parts of the body of 
his elderly neighbor, Morris 


Black, were 
found floating 
in Galveston 
Bay. 

Durst Ihen be¬ 
came a fugi¬ 
tive until he 
was caught 
shoplifting in 
Pennsylvania, 
even though 



he had $500 
cash in his 
pocket and 
$57,000 in his 
rental car — 
along with 
Iwo guns and 
marijuana. 

Lewis told the 
iury that Durst 
shot Black In 
se If-defense 
and suffered 
from Asperg¬ 
er's syndrome. 

Despite admitting that he 
used a paring knife, two 
saws and an axe to dis¬ 
member Black’s body be¬ 
fore dumping the remains, 
Durst was acquitted of mur¬ 
der. 

Durst “has been incredibly 
lucky that so many people 
who Ve investigate a him 
have dropped the ball, 
but I think that luck may be 
funning out,” said Former 
Galveston County District 
Court Judge Susan Criss, 
who presided over ihe Tex¬ 
as murder trial. 

The Durst family is worth a _ 
least $4 billion, according 
to She Forbes list of richest 
Americans. 

The oldest son of the late 
real estate mogul Seymour

Durst, whose Durst Corpo¬ 
ration manages 1 World 
Trade Center. Robert Durst 
became estranged from 
his Family when his brother 
Douglas was chosen in¬ 
stead of him to run the fam¬ 
ily business. 

Robert Durst had known 
tragedy from an early age 
— when he was 7, his father 
called him onto ihe roof 
of a building to try to per¬ 
suade his suicidal mother 
not to jump. He left before 
seeing her fall. 

In 1902, Robert Durst re¬ 
ported that he wife. Kathie, 
had suddenly disappeared 
from their cottage in New 
Yorkstate. No one was ever 
charged. 

More recently, Douglas 
Durst has. said he fears his 


brother would kill him. Rob- 
erl Durst has denied that. 
But in 2012 and 2015, his 
family members had re¬ 
straining orders taken out 
against him. 

In 2015, Durst tried unsuc¬ 
cessfully to claim $82,000 
fro mi his missing wife’s es¬ 
tate, even though his per¬ 
sonal net worth has been 
estimated at acouf $100 
million. 

“The story is so operatic,” 
Jarecki told the AP before 
his documentary asred. 
Jarecki fold a fictionalized 
version of Durst’s story in “All 
Good Things,” a 2010 film 
starring Ryan Gosling.

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Venezuelan parliament OKs 
decree powers for president 


CARACAS, Venezuela [AP) 

■— The Venezuelan parlia¬ 
ment has. approved a law 
giving President Nicoias. 
Madura the power to eg- 
fslate by decree for nine 
months in the face of what 
he describes as ihreats by 
the U.S, government. 

The so-ca:led “anti-impe- 
rialist” law passed on Sun¬ 
day will be in effect from 
the time it is published in 
Venezuela's Official Ga¬ 
zette and until Dec. 31. 
Madura requested the 
expanded powers in re¬ 


sponse to new U.S. sanc¬ 
tions on Venezuelan of¬ 
ficials accused of human 
rights violations. Critics of 
Venezuela’s government 
have called the move a 
power grab. The U.S. ns tar¬ 
geting officials rn the top 
echelon of Venezuela’s 
security apparatus respon¬ 
sible for cracking down on 
I as t ye ar J s a nt i-g o v e r nrn e n t 
protests and for pursuing 
charges against oppo¬ 
nents. The officials will be 
denied U.S. visas and have 
their U.S. assets frozen. □

tomb of Iraqis late dictator 
Saddam Hussein was virtu¬ 
ally leveled in heavy clash¬ 
es between mutants from 
the Islamic State group and 
Iraqi forces in a fight for 
control of the city of Tikrit. 
Fighting intensified to the 
north and south of Saddam 
Hussein’s hometown Sun¬ 
day as Iraqi security forces 
vowed to reach the center 
of Tikrit within 49 hours. Asso¬ 
ciated Press video from the 
village of Oujo. just south of 
Tikrst, shows all that remains 
of Hussein’s one e-lav is h 
tomb are the support col¬ 
umns that held up the roof. 
Poster-sized pictures of the 
ate Sunni dictator, which 
once covered the mauso¬ 
leum. are now nowhere to 
be seen amid the moun¬ 


tains of concrete rubble. 
Instead, Shiite militia flags 
and photos of militia lead¬ 
ers mark the predominantly 
Sunni village, including that 
of Maj. Gen. Gassem Solei- 
mani. the powerful Iranian 


genera! advising Iraqi Shiite 
militias an the battlefield., 
“This is one of ihe areas 
where IS militants massed 
the most because Sad¬ 
dam’s grave s here.” said 
Captain Yasser Nu’ma, an 
official with the Shiite mili¬ 
tias, formerly known as the 
Popular Mobilization Forc¬ 
es. “The IS militants’ set an 
ambush for us by planting 
bombs around” the tomb. 
The extremist Islamic State 
group has controlled Tikrit 
since June, when it waged 
its lightning offensive that 
saw Iraq’s second-largest 


city, Mosul, come unde? 
their control. The Islamic 
State was he:ped in its con¬ 
quest of northern Iraq by 
Saddam loyalists, includ¬ 
ing military veterans, who 
appealed to Sunnis who 
felt victimized by Bagh¬ 
dad’s Shiite-dominated 
government. The Islamic 
State group claimed sn Au¬ 
gust that Saddam’s tomb 
had been completely de¬ 
stroyed, but ocal officials 
said It was fust ransacked 
and burned, but suffered 
only minor damage, Sad¬ 
dam’s body has been 
kept in the mausoleum sn 
his birthplace. Ouja, since 
2CX>7. The complex fea¬ 
tured a marble octagon at 
the center of which a bed 
of fresh flowers covered the 
place where his body was 
buried, The extravagant 
chandelier at its center was 
reminiscent of the extrava¬ 
gant life he led until U.S.

Iraqi medsa reported last 
year that Saddam’s body 
was removed by loyalists 
amid fears that it would be 
disturbed in the fighting.

Concerns 
are mounting that Iraq’s 
Shiite mslifas, of which an 
estimated 20,.000 are fight¬ 
ing in Tikrit, will carry out re¬ 
venge attacks on this and 
other areas that are home 
to predominantly Sunni 
residents. Amnesty Interna- 
rional last year said Ihe mi- 
litfcs wear mi it ary uniforms 
but operate outside any 
legal framework and with¬ 
out any official oversight, 
adding that they are not 
prosecuted for their crimes. 
Earlier this month, Human 
Rights Watch echoed 
those concerns, calling on 
the Iraq: government to 
protect civilians in Tikrit and 
allow (hem to flee com¬ 
bat zones. Its statement 
noted “numerous atroci¬ 
ties” against Sunnc civilians 
by pro-government militias 
and security forces. 

Shiite militants are increas¬ 
ingly being accused of lev¬ 
eling the Sunni towns they

DUBAI, United Arab Emf- 
atei (AP) — An English 
teacher from rural Maine 
won the $1 million Global 
Teacher Prize on Sunday 
after 42 years of work css 
an innovator and pioneer 
in teaching literature. 
Nancie Atwell plans fo do¬ 
nate the full amount to the 
Center for Teaching and 
Learning which she found¬ 
ed rn 1990 in Edgecomb, 
Maine as a nonprofit dem¬ 
onstration schoo created 
for the purpose of devek 
oping and disseminating 
teaching methods. The 
school says 97 percent of 
its graduates have gone 
on to university. 

Atwell said that winning 
the award s a valedictory 
for her life T s work, but that 
her true validation comes 
from the responses of stu¬ 
dents. 

“J realty find that I’m vali¬ 
dated every day just by 
the experiences I have 
with children in the cSass- 
roam,”she to a The Associ¬ 
ated Press after receiving 
the award. 

Atwell was selected from 
a pool of 1,300 applicants 
from 127 countries. 

The top 10 finalists, which 
included two other teach¬ 
ers from the U.S. and oth¬ 
ers from Afghanistan. 
India, Haiti, Cambodia, 
Malaysia. Kenya, and the 
U.K., were flown to Dubai, 
United Arab Emirates for 
the ceremony. The winner 
was announced on stage 
by Sunny Varkey, founder 
of the non-profit Varkey 
Foundation that focuses 
on education issues and 
founder of the for-profit 


GEMS Education compa¬ 
ny that has more than 130 
schools around the world, 
“be award was created 
to be the argest prize of 
its kind and to serve as a 
sort-of Nobel Prize for one 
exceptional teacher each 
year. 

After Atwell won the 
award, a young boy no 
older than 11 with a book 
bag strapped to his back 
waited patiently with his 
mother for a photograph 
with the winning teacher. 
Varkey said that the 
award is aimed at foster¬ 
ing that kind of admiration 
for teachers and to say 
“to a celebrity^obsessed 
world that teachers are 
important and worthy of 
respeci," 

Dubai ruler Sheikh Mo¬ 
hammed bin Rashid Al 
Mak.toum and former U.S. 
President Sill Clinton, who 
*s honorary chair of the 
Varkey Foundation, were 
also on-hand to give At¬ 
well the award. 

Atwe! has received nu¬ 
merous otheT awards 
throughout her life for her 
innovative approach to 
teaching. -She has au¬ 
thored nine books about 
leaching, including “In The 
Middle,” which sold more 
than half a million copies, 
“The other recognition I f ve 
received has been con¬ 
tent-area specific,” she 
said. “This is global... this is 
really an award for a body 
of work, for a lifetime of 
te aching.” 

Hundreds of teachers 
have visited he: center in 
Maine over Ihe years to 
learn its writing-reading 
practices. 

Her school's eighth grade 


students read an aver¬ 
age of 40 books per year, 
compared to the national 
average of about 10.

to ask Brazil president’s ouster

SAO PAULO (AP) — Hun¬ 
dreds of thousands of Bra¬ 
zilians marched peace¬ 
fully Sunday in over 50 cit¬ 
ies around the country to 
demand President Dilma 
Rousseff's impeachment 
and to criticize govern¬ 
ment corruption., 

The biggest protests were 
in Sao Paulo., an opposi¬ 
tion stronghold where hun¬ 
dreds of thousands gath¬ 
ered on a main avenue, 
as well as in the capital city 
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of Brasilia and in Rio de Ja¬ 
ne sro., 

Dozens of cities saw dem¬ 
onstrations gathering to¬ 
gether a few thousand 
people each. Accord¬ 
ing to the website of ihe 
Globe TV network,. Brazi T s 
largest., the total number 
in the streets across Brazil 
was over 300,000 people, 
based on local police es¬ 
timates. “We are here to 
express our indignation 
with ihe government-spon¬ 
sored corruption and thiev¬ 
ing and to aemand Dilma’s 
impeachment, 11 said Andre 
Menezes, 35, protesting 
with hundreds of thousands 
on Avenida Paulista in Sao 
Paulo. 

“She may have not been 
directly involved in the cor¬ 
ruption at F'etrobras, but 
she certainly knew about it. 
and for me that makes her 
just as guilty and justifies her 
ouster," he added. 

In Rio, police estimated 
15,000 people m arc he d 
along the golden sands 
of Copacabana beach, 
where they waved Brazil¬ 
ian flags and many openly 
called for a military coup to 
dissolve the government, 

“I don't want my country 
to turn into a Venezuela, 
we don't want an authori¬ 
tarian government 5 ’ 1 said 
Mahon Aymes, 35. helping 
carry a 20-foot long banner 
that read in English: “Army. 
Navy and Air Force. Please 
Save Us Once Again of 
Communism, 11 
“We want Ihe military to 
dissolve Congress and cal! 
new elections, because 
the level of corruption is 
too widespread to do any¬ 


thing else,” Aymes added. 
Much protester sre was 
focused on a kickback 
scheme at state-run oil 
company Petrobras, which 
prosecutors call the big¬ 
gest corruption scheme 
ever uncovered in Brazil. At 
least fcEiGO mil ion was paid 
in bribes and other funds 
by the nation’s biggest 
construe lion and engineer¬ 
ing firms in exchange for in¬ 
flated Petrobras contracts. 
Top executives are already 
in fail and the attorney gen¬ 
eral is investigating dozens 
of top congressmen, along 
with current and former 
members of Ihe executive 
branch, for alleged con¬ 
nections to the scheme 
that apparently began sn 
1997 before Rousseff’s par¬ 
ty took power in 2003. Rous- 
seff. a former chairwoman 
of Petrobras 5 board, has 
not been implicated and 
so far is not being invests 
gated, though top officials 
from her administration, in¬ 
cluding two former chiefs 
of staff, are caught up in 
the inquiry. 

The marches, add pressure 
on Rousseff, whose poll rat¬ 
ings have never been low¬ 
er and who is facing duel 
economic and political 
crises. Bui the protests are 
significantly different than 
anti-government dem¬ 
onstrations in 2013. Those 
earlier protests cut across 
political, social and eco¬ 
nomic lines, and were a 
widespread expression of 
frustration with poor pub¬ 
lic services like health care 
and transportation, as well 
as a cry against govern¬ 
ment corruption. Q

Dale Earnhardt had 
stretches where he was. un¬ 
beatable, Tony Stewart’s 
had hrs share of hot streaks, 
and Rusty Wallace had an 
unbelievable 1993 season 
that opened with four wins 
tn eight races. 

But it has been 41 years 
since NASCAR has seen a 
run like the one Kevin Har¬ 
vick is making across the 
counlry. 

the defending Sprint Cup 
champion won hrs fourth 
consecutive race at Phoe¬ 
nix International Race wary 
on Sunday with yet anoth¬ 
er rout of the field, The 42 
other drrvers knew this was 
Harvick’s race to win, and 
he made it look easy. 

He led more than 200 laps 
for the third straight time at 
Phoenix, where he has won 
five of the Iasi six races and 
a record seven overall. 
More important, he ccntirv 
ued as treak of dominance 
that dates to last season. 
He has seven consecutive 
top-two finishes and has 
won four of the last six ^ac¬ 
es, which includes the final 
two of Iasi year’s cham¬ 
pionship season. Dating 
back to the Chase last sea¬ 
son., Harvick has won five 
of the last 10 races. 

He opened this season 
with iwo runner-up finishes, 
then won last week at Las 
Vegas and now Phoenix.

Next up for Williams is either 
two-time major champion 
Svetlana Kuznetsova or fel¬ 


low American Sloane Ste¬ 
phens. who played later. 

“It feels really special.” Wi¬ 
liams said about the crowd 
reaction. “I feel really glad 
to be here and still be in Ihe 
tournament." 

Four-time Indian Wells win¬ 
ner Roger Federer played 
later. 

Donald Young led a pa¬ 
rade of upsets earlier in Ihe 
day. with the American 
beating 31st-seeded Jer¬ 
emy C hardy 6-4, 6-2.

He said 
the festival is a good place 
to schmooze with clients 
and do some recruiting. 
"Finterest is about creativ¬ 
ity and the employee base 
is quirky and interesting, so 
it’s a good place to meet

The five-day festival b not 
yet half over, but buzz- 
worthy trends are already 
emerging. Here’s a look at 
top topics so far at the an¬ 
nual gathering of the Tech- 
norali. 

LIVE-STREAMING APPS 

An app called Meerkat »s 
dominating conversations.

BEIJING (AP) — China has 
overtaken Germany to 
become the world’s third- 
biggest arms exporter, al¬ 
though its 5 percent of the 
market remains small com¬ 
pared to the combined 
59 percent of exports from 
the U.S. and Russia, a new 
study says. 

China’s share of the global 
arms market rose 143 per¬ 
cent during the years from 
2010-2014, a period during 
which the total volume of 
global arms transfers rose 
by 16 percent over the pre¬ 
vious five years, the Stock¬ 
holm International Peace 
Research Institute said in a 
report released Monday. 

Its share of the world mar¬ 
ket was up from 3 percent 
nn the 2009-2014 period, 
when China was ranked 
ninth among exporters of 
warplanes, ships., side arms 
and other weaponry, said 
the institute, known as 5IPRI, 
The data show Ihe growing 
strength of China’s domes¬ 
tic arms industry, now pro¬ 
ducing fourth-generation 
fighter jets, navy frigates 
and a wtde-range of rela¬ 
tively cheap, simple and 
reliable smaller weapons 
used in conflicts around 
the globe. 

China had long been a 
major importer of weap¬ 
ons, mainly from Russia 
and Ukraine, but its soaring 
economy and the copy¬ 
ing of foreign technology 
has largely reversed Ihe 
trend, except for the most 
cutting-edge designs and 
sophisticated parts such as 
aircraft engines, 

China supplies weapons 
to 35 countries, led by 
Pakistan, Bangladesh and 


Myanmar, SIF'RI said, 
Chinese sales included 
those of armored vehicles 
and transport and trainer 
aircraft to Venezuela, three 
frigates to Algeria, anti-ship 
missiles to Indonesia and 
unmanned combat aerial 
vehicles, or drones, to Ni¬ 
geria, which is battling the 
Boko Haram insurgency in 
its north. 

China’s comparative ad¬ 
vantages include its low

Kevin Carey has a 4-year-old 
girl. Carey, the director of the 
e ducats on. pc icy program at 
the New America Foundation,, 
has been thinking about the role 
of urweisifies in American ife 
for virtually his entire career Bui 
after his daughter was born, that 
thinking took on a new urgency. 
"Allot a s u d de n the re is a me nf al 
clock,"he told me the other day. 
"How am I going to pay for her 
college education^ I wanted to 
write a book that asked, "Whal 
will college be ike ’when my 
daughter is ready to go?’" 

His answer is his new book, 
“The End of College,” which is 
bolh a stinging inoictment of 
the university business model 
and a predction aboul how 
technology is Ikely to change it. 
l-fis vision is at once apocalyptic 
and idealstsc. He calk it 'The 
University ol Everywhere.” 

“The story ot higher education’s 
future is a tale of ancient 
institutions in then Iasi days 
of decadence, creating the 
seeds of a new world to come," 
he writes. If he is light, higher 
education 'will be transformed 
into a different kind of learning 
experience that is cheaper, 
better, more peisonalzed and 
more useful. 

Universities in. their current form 
have been with us for so long 
that it is difficult to imagine 
them operating any other way 
But Carey begins ‘The End of 
College”by making a persuasive 
case that the University model 
has long been deeply flawed 
It has three different missions, 
"practical training, research and 
Iberal arts education." Over 
time, the mission that came to 
matter most wifhm the university 
culture was research Great 
research institutions derived 
the most status. And professors 
who did significant research - 
pubish or perishi - were ihe ones 
who reaped the rewards of the 
university system 

On the other hand, actual 
teaching, which is what the 
students - and their parents - are 
paying for, is scarcely valued 
at all. There is also the absurd 
importance of the football 
team. The hundreds of nations of 
dollars spent to create an ever 
newer, ever fancier campus. 
The outmodedidea that college 
should cater to students just out 
of high school even though a 
significant portion of students are 
in different stages of Ife 


a New Age 

And, of course, there is the cost. 
Student debt now tops $1 Inlhon. 
and Carey spoke to students 
who were going to graduate with 
more than $100,000 of debl, a 
te ruble burden at the beginning 
of one's career. Schools lie 
George Washington Urweisity 
and New York University became 
top-tier universities in no small 
part by aggressively rasing their 
puces - which, in turn, became 
part of the reason they are 
now considered prestigious 
universities 

Although Carey has long 
been aware of the flaws of the 
university model it is the out- 
of-control cost of college that 
he beleves will cause people 
to search for a different way to 
e due ate st ud e nts Ind e e d, muc h 
of the rest of his book is devoted 
to the educators, scientists, 
entrepreneurs, ana venture 
capitalists who are developing 
new ways to provide learning 
that make much more sense for 
many more students. ‘You don't 
need Ibranes and research 
infrastructure and football teams 
and this insane race for status," 
he says. “If you only have to pay 
for the things that you actually 
need, education doesn't cost 
$60,000 a year." 

Carey spends a good chunk of 
‘The End of College" exploring 
the new world of onlne learning, 
for instance. To that end, he took 
an onlne course - problem sets 
and exams included - offered 
by Ehc Lander, the MIT professor 
who was a prncipal leadler of 
the Human Genome Project 
It was, he concludes, a better 
experience than it he had sat in 
Lander’s classroom He expects 
that as more people take to 
onlne learning, the combination 
of massive amounts of data and 
advan c es i n arfifi ci al i nte It g e n c e 
wilt make it possible for courses to 
adapt to the way each student 
learns. He sees thousands of 
people around the world taking 
the same course and developing 
peer groups that become 
communsfies, Ike study groups at 
universities "A larger and larger 
percentage of the education 
that has been historically 
confined to scarce, expensive 
colleges and urweisifies will be 
iberated and made available 
to anyone, anywhere." That’s 
what I mean when Isay his vision 
is an idealstlc one (Carey also 
beleves that overtime, new kinds

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At last, a theory about why Denver is a mile above sea level

DENVER (AP) -- Geologists 
may finally be able lo ex¬ 
plain why Denver, the Mile 
High City, is a mile high; 
water. A new theory sug¬ 
gests that chemical reac¬ 
tions, triggered by water far 
below the Earth’s surface., 
could have made part of 
the North American plate 
ess dense many millions of 
years ago, when the conti¬ 
nents we know today were 
still forming. Because plates 
float on the Earth’s mantle, 
parts of the Western United 
States might have risen, like 
an empty boat next to one 
with a heavy cargo, push¬ 
ing the vast High Plains far 
above sea level, according 
to the theory formulated by 
geologists Craig Jones and 
Kevin Mahan at the Univer¬ 
sity of Co lor ado-Boulder. 
Their work appeared last 
week on the website of the 
journal Geology, and is a 
big deal for Denver, where 
the 5 r 3S0-foot elevation 
is a point of pride and a 
big part of the city's iden¬ 
tity. At Coors Field, where 
the Colorado Rockies ptay 
baseball, a single row of 
purple seats interrupts 
about S3,000 green ones, 
marking the mile-high line in 
the grandstand. Geologists 
have long been puzzled by 
how the High Plains could 
be so big, so high and so 
smooth. The plains descend 
gently from roughly 6.000 
feet to 2,000 feet above 
sea level as they stretch for 
thousands of square miles. 


from the Texas Panhandle 
to southern Montana, and 
from western Kansas to the 
foothills of the Rocky Mourv 
tains in Colorado. It's well 
established that much of 
the West was still at sea lev¬ 
el 70 million years ago, and 
that tectonic shifts don’t 
fully explain the High Plains’ 
altitude. The lifting began 
long after the ancient Far- 
allon oceanic plate was 
shoved deep unde? a vast 
part of western North Amer¬ 
ica and then settled deep 
into the planet’s mantle 
over millions of years. Why? 
“Crustal hydration,” Jones 
and Mi ah an theor?ze. They 
suggest that water that had 
been locked in minerals in 
the Farallon plate was re¬ 
leased because of pressure 


from the overlying rock and 
heat emanating from the 
Earth’s core, the water then 
rose into the continental 
plate, setting off chemical 
reactions that turned gar¬ 
net and other dense min¬ 
erals into mica and other 
less heavy minerals, making 
vast areas of the crus I light¬ 
er. Jones sa^d the Earth’s 
crust under the High Plains 
“floats higher” over the 
mantle, much like a plank 
of buoyant balsa wood 
rises higher in the water 
than a plank of dense pine. 
The reason crustal hydra¬ 
tion happened where and 
when it did has to do with 
how steeply the oceanic 
plate descended, Jones 
said. At some point, the 
angle at which the plate

was descending became 
shallower, enabling the re¬ 
leased water to rise for rea¬ 
sons that remain unclear, 
he said. Few geological for¬ 
mations appear so uniform 
on such a vast scale as the 
Hrgh Plains - the only other 
known location in the world 
that’s simiar is in southern 
Africa. Jones said, the pre¬ 
vailing theory there is differ¬ 
ent, involving some other 
source of buoyance, Man 
han said, the composition 
of rocks found in the High 
Plains is strong evidence 
in favor of the hypothesis, 
Jones said, but it needs 
more testing, and that was 
one reason for publishing 
it, "Do we think this is the’ 
answer? No. Could it be 
’an’ answer? i suppose it’s 


possible,"said Jones, who is 
also a fellow at the Cooper¬ 
ative Institute for Research 
in Environmental Sciences, 
a partnership of CU and the 
National Oceanic and At¬ 
mospheric Administration. 
The theory has merit, ac¬ 
cording to Ken Dueker, a 
professor of geology and 
geophysics at the University 
of Wyoming. “It’s a plau- 
sidle hypothesis that has 
some data to support it,” 
said Dueker, who was not 
part of the team that de¬ 
vised it. One unanswered 
question, which Jones and 
Mahan raised in the jour¬ 
nal Geology, is what chan¬ 
neled the water up into 
the North American plate, 
Dueker said. The Farallon 
plate also helped form the 
Rocky Mountains jus t west of 
Denver, which soar as high 
as 14.433 feet. As it moved 
under the continent, fric¬ 
tion caused the North 
American plate above to 
compress horizontally, like 
a rug that bunches up if 
a foot is dragged across 
it, geologists say. Cracks 
opened from that horizon¬ 
tal pressure, and one side 
was shoved higher than the 
other, creating the Rockies. 
Not knowing why Denver 
is a mile high is a little awk¬ 
ward for Colorado geolo¬ 
gists. Jones recalls having 
to tell a British TV producer 
a few years ago that he 
couldn’t explain it. “We 
probably need to figure 
this one out, guys, because 
it's kind of embarrassing.’’ 
Jones said.Q

NEW YORK (AP) — “Let It 
Go" may be Walt Disney’s 
anthem these days, but 
“Everything T s Coming Up 
Roses" might be the more 
accurate theme song for 
the Disney Juggernaut. 
Disney's recent streak 
continued over the week¬ 
end with the $70.1 million 
North American debut 
of its traditional, sumptu¬ 
ously costumed fairy tale 
adaptation “Cinderella,” 
according to studio esti¬ 
mates Sunday. Interest in 
the film, directed by Ken¬ 
neth Branagh and starring 
Lily Jamies of Ji Downlon 
Abbey”, was boosted by 
a “Frozen” short, ll Frozen 
Fever,” that played before 
the feature. 

Disney's box-office surge 
has been propelled partly 
by the so-called “halo ef¬ 
fect” of “Frozen,” a se¬ 
quel to which Disney an¬ 
nounced last week. But it’s 
also been driven by the 


appeal of seeing Disney 
cartoon classics turned into 
live-action fantasies. “Cin¬ 
derella” follows previous 
five-action hits like “Malefi¬ 
cent" (whose May2014 de¬ 
but of $69.4 mill lion “Cinder¬ 
ella" narrowly bested] and 
“Alice in Wonderland.” 

The holiday release “Into 
Ihe Woods, 11 from the Ste¬ 
phen Sondheim musical, 
added to the live-action 
frend, and many more are 


on the way. "The Jungle 
Book,” ""Beauty and the 
Beast" and “Dumbo” are 
all coming in live action, as 
is a sequel to "Alice in Won¬ 
derland." 

Disney has also found big 
profits in capitalizing on 
female moviegoers, who 
made up the largest chunk 
of “Frozen" and “Malefi¬ 
cent" fans. The audience 
for “Cinderella" was 66 per¬ 
cent female, Disney said. 


"There is seemingly a lot of 
appetite for these stones to 
be to d. I think, in part be¬ 
cause many of them have 
a female protagonist and 
we’ve seen there’s sig¬ 
nificant box-office success 
that can come by featur¬ 
ing female-driven storses." 
said Dave Hollis, head of 
distribution at Disney. 
“"Frozen Fever" was cer¬ 
tainly part of why we’re 
seeing ihe kind of success 
that we did this weekend." 
Hollis said, “In and of itself, 
"Cinderella" is absolutely a 
great., stand-alone experi¬ 
ence. But it ends up being 
a one-plus-one-equals- 
three thing for She consum- 
er.” 

The success of ‘"Cinderel¬ 
la,” which cost about $95 
million to make, was in¬ 
ternational. It made $62,4 
mil ion overseas, includrng 
$25 million in China. Disney 
could also celebrate “Big 
Hero 6” becoming ihe lop¬ 
grossing worldwide ani¬ 
mated release of 2014; the 


Os car-winner has made 
$633 million globally. 

With Disney's high-priced 
but lucrative ownershia 
of Marvel, Luc as film and 
Pixar. ihe studio will be flex¬ 
ing its strength throughout 
2015 with releases like ‘The 
Avengers: Age of Ultron," 
"Tnside Out" and “Star 
Wars: The Force Awakens.” 
“Disney is just a well-oiled 
machine thal is firing on all 
cylinders righl now," says 
Faul Dergarbedian, senior 
media analyst for box-of¬ 
fice data firm Rentrak. “it's 
about this Disney umbrella 
which encompasses these 
incredible crown jewel 
brands they have. J Cinder¬ 
ella" is just the latest exam¬ 
ple,” 

While Disney was flexing its 
might the powers of anoth¬ 
er box-office force, Liam 
Neeson, were checked. 
Neeson’s latest thriller, 
“Run All Night," a New York 
crime saga co-starring Ed 
Harris, opened with $ 11 mil¬ 
lion for Warner Bros. □
